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Deadly firearms recovered after 
rash of B&E crimes

A thief in the Water Valley 
area isn't walking around tot¬ 
ing an AK-47 assault rifle any 
longer after the local detach¬ 
ment executed a major bust in 
which they recovered large 
amounts of stolen property, 
including a small arsenal of 
deadly weapons. 

Didsbury RCMP report that 
a large number of businesses 
and temporary residences have 
been broken into over the last 
months and a number of high 
price ticket items were taken. 
The most recent was a rash of 
six temporary residence being 
broke into last week which is 
part of the string of break and 


enter thefts in that area dating 
back to April of this year, which 
police suspect was being done 
by the same group of people. 

Other items recovered after 
police executed a number of 
search warrants on a number 
of different households were 
camcorders, T.V.s, VCRs and 
binoculars, a motorcycle, a trac¬ 
tor, a quad vehicle, and numer¬ 
ous other building supplies. The 
value of which totals more than 
$100,000 and was taken over 
the course of the last eight 
months from many residences 
and business establishments in 
the west Didsbury area. 

At the home where the cul¬ 
prits stole the AK-47 they also 


helped themselves to a number 
of other firearms including 
three handguns and a large 
amount of ammunition. Almost 
all of which now sits safely in 
lockers at the Didsbury RCMP 
detachment in the evidence 
room. 

Despite the large amount of 
stolen property recovered, po¬ 
lice are still looking for one .22 
calibre hand gun that still has 
not shown up. 

Police are asking for the pub¬ 
lic's assistance in finding this 
weapon and are asking anyone 
with information to call the lo¬ 
cal detachment at 335-3382 or 
Crimestoppers immediately.

The Didsbury Hospital will be 
going through review of the use 
of its beds, says the region's chief 
executive officer, Jim 
Ramsbottom. 

The review is called a Func¬ 
tional Program Review, and 
Ramsbottom says it is needed 
because there are too many beds 
at the hospital which are not be¬ 
ing used. 

"It's just not busy enough," he 
says. But he assures that the bed 
situation will just be rearranged 
to better suit the needs and the 
region will not close any of the 
space. 

"We won t close them, we'll 
use them for something," said 
Ramsbottom last Friday. 

The problem lies in the acute 
care section of the hospital where 
the average stay is about six days 
for primary health care patients. 
There are presently 15 beds in 
that section of the hospital. 

Ramsbottom says, "Even on 
15 beds, they are only running 
49% occupancy. They just don't 
have the volume there." 

In the next few weeks, region 
authorities will go through the 
hospital to determine where 
those unused beds should be 
placed. The options are to move 
them into long-term care which 
is the auxiliary or nursing home 
portion of the hospital and is 
being used well. Or the beds could 
be moved into respite care which 
is where patients are in the hos¬ 
pital's care for longer periods of 
time up to 60 days and then 
moved into a long-term care fa¬ 
cility or sent home. 

Or, says Ramsbottom, the au¬ 
thorities could make the deci¬ 
sion to move programs around in 
the hospital to get more use out 
of the acute care area. 

Again, he reiterates that no 
beds will be closed. 

He says the Functional Pro¬ 
gram Review is being conducted 
not only in the local hospital but, 


also in the Strathmore area of 
Region 5. 

He also adds that the under 
use of that portion of the hospital 
is an issue in most rural area 
hospitals. He explains that the 
reason for this is the shorter stays 
in the hospital which have be¬ 
come common place at the desire 
of the province. For example, a 
maternity stay used to be up¬ 
wards of a week, now it is only a 
day or two. This is leaving beds 
empty more often across the prov¬ 
ince. 

Ramsbottom also spoke about 
the seniors and their need for 
longterm care beds. He says that 
ideally the provincial standard is 
that there are 50 long term care 
beds per 1000 people over the age 
of 65 in a given area. There are 
approximately 1200 to 1500 sen¬ 
iors in the Didsbury and Car- 
stairs area, which means there 
should be about 55 or 60 beds in 
that area. Didsbury currently has 
80 beds open. He says that this 
will all work into the review that 
is expected to be complete over 
the next three months. 

In other areas of discussion 
Ramsbottom assured that the 
region is actively looking for an¬ 
other doctor for the Didsbury 
Carstairs area. 

"We are trying to recruit some¬ 
one for Didsbury," he says add¬ 
ing that he hopes to see another 
physician on the list by spring. 

He says that ideally the Dids¬ 
bury and Carstairs region should 
have six or seven doctors and is 
currently sitting at five doctors 
that are on call. However, he 
adds that the market determines 
itself. He says it is hard to recruit 
doctors when there is not enough 
work to give them desirable pay 
checks. He says Didsbury may 
have just hit its market ceiling. 

Also, he adds that this region 
is not suffering too badly as com¬ 
pared to other more populated 
areas of the region that have less 
doctors.

Didsbury's mill rate is one of 
the highest in central Alberta. 

According to a survey com¬ 
pleted by the local administra¬ 
tion, the residential mill rate in 
this town is the fourth highest 
in central Alberta for the 1998 
tax year. 

"We still sit on the high end," 
admits Sandra King, assistant 
chief administrative officer for 
the town. She says that in both 
residential and non-residential 
Didsbury's mill rate is quite 
high compared to the 25 other 
area towns surveyed. She adds, 
"But, it is reassuring to know 
that we aren't the highest." 

King explains that the mill 
rate is the magic number that is 
used against the market assess¬ 
ment of a property to determine 
the final tax bill. Didsbury's 
rate is 18.4047. This includes 
the 11.21 municipal portion, 
the 6.9774 school requisition 
and the 0.2173 Mountain View 
Management Board requisition. 

The highest mill rate in cen¬ 
tral Alberta is the Cremona va¬ 
cant residential rate of 20.465 
followed closely by Trochu 
whose mill rate is 20.2. Third in 
line is Bowden whose rate is 
18.6501 and then comes Dids¬ 
bury followed by Carstairs 


whose rate is 18.0620. 

King says that it is impor¬ 
tant to remember in analysing 
the mill rate placement, that 
just because a mill rate is high, 
it doesn't mean the overall tax 
bill is also high. She explains 
that because it is worked in 
with the assessment the end 
result can be different for each 
town. 

For example, she says Syl¬ 
van Lake, whose mill rate is 
one of the lowest at 15.1890 has 
very high assessment values on 
the property within the town 
limits. So although their rate is 
lower, when compared the tax 
bill on similar properties in 
Didsbury and Sylvan Lake, the 
amount could be much the same 
or higher in Sylvan. 

But, she admits that prop¬ 
erty values in Didsbury are also 
climbing meaning that in a few 
years the assessment in combi¬ 
nation with the mill rate could 
be quite high. 

"Didsbury is starting to real¬ 
ize that kind of assessment shift 
this year. The sale prices of 
property have gone through the 
roof," says King. 

She says the town is looking 
to create a balance. This is why 
they have adopted a mill rate 
stabalization policy which is an 


effort to be sure that Didsburi- 
ans aren't paying the highest 
taxes in the area as assess¬ 
ments rise. They are trying to 
bring down the residential mill 
rate. 

The new mill rate in the pre¬ 
liminary budget will be adopted 
in the beginning of 1999 for 
that tax year. She says it is 
likely that Didsbury's mill rate 
will decrease or at least remain 
the same. 

"It is hard to propose any 
increase because we are fourth 
from the top," she says. 

Commercially the picture 
isn’t much brighter. Didsbury's 
commercial mill rate is the fifth 
highest in central Alberta at 
25.9201. Those ahead of Dids¬ 
bury are Penhold who has a 
whopping 38.0 rate for busi¬ 
ness, Trochu whose rate is 30.2, 
Carstairs whose rate sits at 
27.937 and Bentley who has a 
business tax rate of 25.955. 

Once again King says it is 
somewhat disconcerting that 
Didsbury is on the high end of 
the spectrum, but she says the 
town and the council are work¬ 
ing to improve that situation. 

"What we have to do is cre¬ 
ate a balance between the mill 
rate and the assessment,” says 
King.

Nancy Macbeth, leader of 
the official opposition in the 
legislature visited this riding 
last Friday. 

Macbeth was a special guest 
at the Olds High School where 
she talked to the students 
about political life, her goals 
for the future and answered 
questions from the social stud¬ 
ies class. 

Macbeth, who crossed the 
floor from Progressive Con¬ 
servative to Liberal last year 
explained to the students why she made that decision. 

”1 didn't really fit with the group that had taken over the party," 
she explained. For instance she said she was concerned, and remains 
to be, about the present government's stance on the issue of 
privatization. 

"I have been quite concerned about where we've gone in the 
province particularly in education and health," said Macbeth. "It 
strikes me that those are very important roles for the public sector." 
A public member of the audience brought forward his concerns in 
this area and was assured by the leader that she would further 
examine his issue. 

When Macbeth was queried as to what route she would have taken 
she responded, 'The cuts were too big, too fast and without a plan of 
where they wanted to go except to cut." She further stated that she 
would have kept the spending line since 1992 steady and everything 
would have come together, it just would have taken longer. She says 
that she is not convinced that the money being spent is being spent 
any better. 

One student asked Macbeth what her opinion was on recalling 
MLA's who aren't serving the public. She responded that if he had 
asked her that same question a few years ago, she would have been 
staunchly against it, however her opinion has changed since seeing 
someone cross the floor in the middle of a term where he was elected 
Liberal and went to the PC party. 

Many questions revolved around Macbeth's relationship with 
Premier Ralph Klein whom she ran against in the PC leadership race 
in 1992, all of which she answered diplomatically saying that she 
would never underestimate his power as a politician. 

Macbeth stayed and spoke with the students for about an hour 
after which she participated in a number of community events in 
Olds for the remainder of the day.

As the school board sits down to 
analyse the final results of the 
achievement test results they have 
in their lap, they are looking care¬ 
fully for long term indicators of 
problems, strong points, and creat¬ 
ing action plans. 

What they have found prelimi¬ 
narily is that Grades 3 and 6 math 
scores are almost right on target, 
however Grade 9 Math scores are 
far below the 85% achieving accept¬ 
able that is the standard target of a 
province, jurisdiction, school. The numbers show only 63.6% 
of Grade 9's in the jurisdiction are passing the achievement 
tests. 

This can not be blamed on Grade 9 teachers. But, as the 
trustees indicated and I agree, is that the whole school is 
responsible, the whole system is responsible for what is 
happening with our math students. Scapegoating the teach¬ 
ers is too easy. But, are parents working through their 
children's homework with them every night. Are they assur¬ 
ing that their children understand the importance. We should 
all look at all of the factors. 

Despite this, the simple truth is that the test measures 
what each child has learned so far, and local students are 
showing that they haven't learned what they need to know. 

There are a number of places where the blame can be laid, 
but it more likely a combination of all that are here, and then 
some that I can't even think of. 

One of the suggestions was that since it is not only the 
jurisdiction, but the whole province’s Grade 9's that aren't 
doing well, that maybe the pole has been set too high. Maybe 
the elite mathematicians who draw up these tests are making 
them too hard in relation to the curriculum being taught. I 
would agree that this could be accurate. Why doesn't the 
province take a look at other Math (or equivalent) tests from 
across Canada, and then compare those to the results that 
Albertans are getting, and the rest of the country. This school 
board is not isolated, nor is the province. They need to take 
a broader look outwards, because Alberta students have a 
broad spectrum of choice when they leave the school system. 
When a local student tries to get into University, the registrar 
looks only at the percentage mark, not the analysis of the test 
given, the circumstances around the day it was written, 
etcetera. That means that unfortunately, that final percent¬ 
age does matter. 

At one time it may have been rare for a graduate to leave 
their home town after graduation, but today times have 
changed, and they are leaving not only the province, but 
sometimes the country and they need to be able to compete 
with those kids for jobs. 

This is not to say that the tests should get easier, but 
maybe they should be more in line with what is being taught, 
or if the test is what should be the measure, the curriculum 
needs to be examined to make sure it falls in line with the 
tests. 

These are some of the possible reasons, but there is also one 
that seems quite obvious to me remembering what I was like 
in Grade 9. This is the age when school becomes less 
important, and friends, your social circle and the opposite 
sex. Most kids I knew whose grades had been fairly good to 
excellent in the lower levels, tapered off. This includes my 
own. 

This is not an excuse, but in the analysis of the achieve¬ 
ment tests it is an example that there are many factors, some 
completely uncontrollable, that contribute to what looks like 
a simple number on a chart. 

But, those that we can try to control, such as the curricu¬ 
lum meeting the standards of the test, is a factor that should 
be deeply examined by all those who care about the education 
of our children.

DO YOU OWN FIREARMS? 

What does the new Firearms Art 
mean for you? 

1. As always, safety comes first. The firearms safety course and test, and the rules 
for storage, display and transportation, which are part of the current law, are now 
part of the Firearms Act. 

2. Everyone will need a firearms licence in order to register firearms (your FAC 
is considered a licence). There are 2 types of licences (valid for 5 years): 

• possession (for the firearms you now own) 

OR 

• possession and acquisition (if you plan to obtain firearms, even if you own 
firearms now ). 

3. Registration of all firearms begins December 1, 1998. All firearms must be registered 
by January 1, 2003. You register your firearms only once. You may do so at one 
bulk price (one price for any number of firearms you register all at the same time). 

4. Fees for licences and registration are on a sliding scale. It’s cheaper in the first 
twelve months. 

Possession licence $10 December 1998 - November 1999 

Possession and acquisition licence $60 from December 1998 onwards 

(non-restricted rifles and shotguns) 

Registration (bulk) $ 10 December 1998 - November 1999

Library trying to get connection

The Didsbury Municipal Library has applied to get a grant for a new computer and free internet 
services to the public for the next two years, reports library chair Inez Kosinski. 

The application is part of a joint agreement between the province and the federal government that 
provides dollars to help the Alberta Library establish up to 200 new community Internet access sites. 

"Internet access sites in public libraries will help link Albertans with the rest of the country and 
the world," says Community Development Minister Shirley McClellan. "This initiative will enhance 
the public library's role as a primary community information centre and will also support technology 
training in smaller centres." 

Industry Canada is the other partner in the initiative. 

Together the Alberta Library and industry Canada have also agreed to help develop the Alberta 
Public Library Network (APLEN), which will improve access to information for Albertans by 
electronically linking all public libraries across the province. 

Through this agreement, the federal government aims to help establish up to 10,000 access sites 
in remote, rural and urban settings by the end of the fiscal year 2000, this includes Didsbury. 

The Alberta Library is a non-profit province-wide consortium of university, public and special 
libraries. 


CAVS receives $22,000 cheque

Last week Ralph and I had lunch with a friend who had 
just watched her calves sell at the Olds Auction. Since we 
had shipped ours only a few days earlier, the subject of 
calves and cows was fresh in all our minds. Our friend and 
her husband had begun cow/calf operations at about the 
same time we did and with about the same resources. "We 
bought our first cow," she said, "and we referred to her as, 
THE HERD." 

We didn't think to call our first cow "the herd." We just 
gave her a good Scandinavian name, "Ragna." Ragna's first 
calf was a bull and in honour of the then Heavyweight 
Champion of the World, we called him Ingemar Johannsen. 
Ingemar had to be sold of course but Ragna went on to 
produce many more offspring and we named one of her best 
female children "Angar," which is not as clever as "the herd” 
but only Ragna spelled backwards. Angar soon became 
Annie and then as the years wore away "Old Annie." Old 
Annie had so many children that I am sure some of her gr. 
gr. gr. grandchildren are still with us and so I guess some 
of Ragna lives on as well. 

Ragna and Annie's family were of the beef persuasion but 
in those days Ralph milked a cow as well and we had an 
interesting assortment of milk cows. The first one was Cleo, 
a lovely Jersey with huge eyes and long, long eyelashes. She 
looked very much like Elizabeth Taylor playing the role of 
Cleopatra. Cleo gave such rich milk that we were forever 
trying to use up the cream but were often short of plain milk. 
Louis Hildebrandt loaned us a long legged Holstein who 
immediately produced twins. They were adorable, but they 
drank a lot of milk, so Louis took them home to his place and 
we didn't get to see them grow up. Just as well, Holstein 
calves don't stay that cute. 

Edith Anne was one of our early milk cows. She was 
named for a Lily Tomlin character on Laugh In. Snowball 
was our main milk cow for ages and she was, of course, pitch 
black. She was prone to bloat and once when it seemed we 
had not been anywhere or done anything for about six 
months I remember telling my husband the only excitement 
we ever had was watching Snowball burp. Maggie was from 
about that time and she was beautiful. She was blue, which 
is really a mix of black and white hair that gives a blue roan 
effect. She had a dainty head and, for a cow, small feet. He 
calves were all blue with various white trim. One of her 
children became Old Blue, who was the motheringest range 
cow we ever had. If we had worked cattle and Old Blue had 
been separated from her current baby for even a minute 
there was big trouble. Once her child was restored to her she 
took it away not by running off and expecting the calf to 
follow but by herding the calf ahead of her and speeding him 
up with sharp bunts to the backside. She never actually 
attacked any of us but when her calf was new we were 
careful not to get between her and it. Our last milk cow was 
Rosie. She was a Brown Swiss cross and produced nice long 
legged smart looking calves. Her last calf was Babe and 
Babe stayed in the herd for probably longer than she should 
have because she was such a nice quiet old pet and her calves 
were big and well fed. 

Early in our operation Ralph bought two funny looking 
little red heifer calves because we could afford them. They 
were shaggy little beasts with wild looking long bangs. 
Obviously some Highland blood in their background. They 
both produced calves on the same day and went on to have 
less and less shaggy children and grandchildren but I still 
see the occasional calf with bangs and wonder how they 
would react to the sound of bagpipes. 

The bulls have all had names Ed, Carl, Little Vic, Ron, 
Brent, Dave, Frank, Doug and a lot of Freds. Like most 
farmers we name them after their breeders and this is in no 
way an insult. In fact if it's a really good bull it's a 
compliment. 

As our herd grew and we no longer kept a milk cow we 
quit naming cows and now they are simply 621 or 458 or Big 
Black no Tag. It’s too bad really, to be nameless is to be 
without much personality. We still imagine we see some¬ 
thing of the old favourites here and there, but there are no 
bony hipped Holsteins, no sloe eyed Jerseys and no more 
blue ones. I’d like a nice little blue heifer. Maybe I will put 
that on my Christmas list.

In this past year the gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta was 
strongly urged by a Supreme 
Court decision to include 
sexual orientation in the Al¬ 
berta Charter of Rights. At 
the time there were many cries 
of opposition, a strong por¬ 
tion of which came from reli¬ 
gious community. Why were 
some religious leaders opposed 
to fair treatment of homosexu¬ 
als? Did they see this as an 
endorsement of a lifestyle they 
feel is immoral? Or were they 
perhaps a more fundamental 
problem they were afraid of? 

To begin with I think it's 
safe to say that not many peo¬ 
ple object to fair treatment of 
homosexuals. A common creed 
would be there is no reason 
why one's sexual orientation 
should stipulate where one 
lives or what job one chooses. 
This statement is fine when 
talking about jobs in the pub¬ 
lic marketplace. Once this 
creed is extended into religious 
institutions a problem arises. 
It may be helpful to briefly 
reflect on the case of Kings 
College in Edmonton. In the 
College statement of faith, 
they clearly state that they 
understand sexual relations 
to only be morally right in a 
marriage relationship. This 
belief is part of who they are 
as Christians; it is integral to 
their faith. A pillar in the 
Christian identity is to under¬ 
stand truth as the Bible teaches 
it. To make King's College 


change their policy on the 
sexual relations of their staff 
is to kick out what is under¬ 
stood as foundation. 

Tolerance is a catch word for 
the nineties. Why can't the reli¬ 
gious institutions just be more 
tolerant? In our Pluralistic so¬ 
ciety those who often preach 
tolerance are only tolerant of 
those who hold a similar view of 
the world. Instead of being in¬ 
clusive of others, they tend to be 
exclusive. Don Psterski, in his 
book True to You writes, "The 
Paradox is that in denying cul¬ 
tural space to people who are 
different from themselves, these 
pluralist deny the very premise 
they parade." 

In the end, the reason that 
some religious people were op¬ 
posed to the charter amendment 
is not that they think homo¬ 
sexuals should be treated un¬ 
fairly, in fact our mandate is to 
show God's love to everyone. 
Rather they are afraid of losing 
integrity in their religious insti¬ 
tution. Religious groups are not 
asking that everyone lives out 
the same set of moral beliefs, 
but as part of a pluralistic soci¬ 
ety we be accepted and given the 
room to live out our faith.

Government safety nets 
respond to 


decline in farm income 


Farmers who had it tough¬ 
est in 1998 will be the first to 
get help under a six-point plan 
announced Nov. 13 by Ed 
Stelmach, the Minister of 
Agriculture, Food and Rural 
Development. 

"For many farmers, 1998 has 
been a very difficult year,” said 
Stelmach. "The largest losses 
generally occurred in two ar¬ 
eas: crop losses due to drought, 
and a substantial drop in hog 
income because of low prices. 
Our priority over the next few 
months will be to help those 
who need our safety net pro¬ 
grams the most." 

The areas most severely af¬ 
fected by drought conditions in 
1998 include the eastern part of 
Alberta from Bonnyville in the 
north to Medicine Hat in the 
south, and several areas of the 
Peace. Losses in hog income 
occurred around the province. 

The six-point plan includes: 

1. Priority processing for ap¬ 
plications from hog producers 
and drought-striken areas filed 
under the Farm Income Disas¬ 
ter Program (FIDP); 

2. Faster processing and set¬ 
tlement of crop insurance 
claims; 

3. A more flexible Develop¬ 
ing Farmer Loan to restore 
working capital and provide 
financial restructuring; 

4. Continued low interest 
rates on the Disaster Assist¬ 
ance/ Crop Loss Loans, and 
payments that can be deferred 
for the first two of the loan for 
farmers experiencing severe fi¬ 
nancial difficulties due to mul¬ 
tiple years of crop losses; 

5. Continued availability of 
operating capital under the 
Alberta Farm Development 
Loan (AFDL) program offered 
through commercial lenders; 

6. Financial counselling 


services for all producers re¬ 
quiring assistance. 

These programs exist to ad¬ 
dress drastic declines in farm 
incomes. No new programs are 
being announced, but produc¬ 
ers have many effective op¬ 
tions from which to choose. 

The Farm Income Disaster 
Program is a whole-farm 
safety net program that is 
available to all producers, 
whether or not they have pur¬ 
chased crop insurance. 

Crop insurance will cover 
losses specific to drought, and 
Agriculture Financial Services 
Corporation's (AFSC) lending 
and disaster assistance loan 
programs can provide much- 
needed working capital and 
financial assistance. 

AFSC is relocating insur¬ 
ance adjusters to the most se¬ 
verely affected areas, and 
claims staff are working over¬ 
time in several areas to ensure 
claims processing and deliv¬ 
ery of cheques is faster than 
last year. 

Settling claims faster is a 
province-wide priority for Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and 
Rural Development. 

"We plan to have the major¬ 
ity of insurance claims proc¬ 
essed by Christmas - well ahead 
of 1997," said Stelmach. 

"Over the last few years, 
several changes have been 
made to Alberta's safety net 
programs to respond more 
quickly to specific disasters." 

"These changes combined 
with ensuring delivery times 
are improved, means produc¬ 
ers will get the help they need 
faster," said the Minister. 

Farmers who require more 
information on these programs 
are encouraged to contact their 
local Agriculture Financial 
Services Corporation office. 


CWB Bulletin: 100% accepted 


At a glance: 

CWB Chief Commissioner 
Lome Hehn spoke to the del¬ 
egates of the Saskatchewan 
Wheat Pool (SWP) annual meet¬ 
ing in Regina last Friday. 

The CWB accepted 100% of 
farmers' wheat and feed barley, 
100% of high protein durum and 
80% of low protein durum offered 
under 1998-99 Series A contracts. 
The acceptance announcement 
was made Nov. 12. On Nov. 13, 
the CWB announced a contract 
call of 20% for durum wheat 
offered under Series A contracts. 
The delivery call applied to only 
148 train runs, bringing the to¬ 
tal called to 40% on those train 
runs. 

From elevator to port: 

Rail car unloads (for week 
ending Nov. 13) for the six major 
grains were 3,034 at Vancouver 


(target: 3,000) and 992 at Prince 
Rupert (target: 1,000). At Thun¬ 
der Bay, rail car unloads totalled 
1,979 (target: 2,400). 

Primary elevators space 
across the Prairies for week 15 
(Nov. 9-13) averaged 22%, com¬ 
pared to 20% space the week 
before. Manitoba elevators aver¬ 
aged 19% space, Saskatchewan 
elevators averaged 22% space and 
Alberta elevators averaged 24% 
space. 

FOB forward: 

The Korean-Canada techni¬ 
cal exchange program begins this 
week at the Canadian Interna¬ 
tional Grains Institute. The week- 
long program is designed to pro¬ 
vide participants with an over¬ 
view of the grading, quality, mill¬ 
ing performance and end-use 
characteristics of Canadian 
wheat for frozen dough applica¬ 


tions. Participants will spend 
most of their time in Winnipeg, 
and will also travel to Vancouver 
to visit the CWB's West Coast 
office and tour a terminal eleva¬ 
tor. 

Potpourri: 

The CWB earned more money 
in vessel loading bonuses than it 
paid out in loading penalties last 
year. For the 1997-98 crop year, 
it is projected that the CWB will 
post net despatch earnings of 
between $4 million and $6 mil¬ 
lion. (The exact figure will not be 
known until crop year financial 
statements have been finalized 
and audited). Despatch is earned 
by the CWB if grain is loaded in 
customer vessels in less than the 
agreed time. It is the opposite of 
demurrage which is incurred if 
stocks are not in position at the 
agreed time.
